Members of the Southern California 
Road Riders Committee heard pro- 
gress reports on their Pine Cone 
Rally, Installation dance and the 
Dual Benefit at their monthly meet- 
ing Monday, August 7th. 

Howard Eble of the Highway Kings 
is coordinating the Pine Cone Rally 
and asked the assembled representa- 
tives for volunteersto work the Labor 
Day event in Carson City, Nevada. 
Only the Ace of Clubs and the Top- 
pers M.C. responded. The California 
Eagles, Golden Staters and Silver 
Eagles had handled the poster de- 
sign and flyer mailing. 

Credit Where Due 

The Lucky Wheels complained 
about the Highway Kings and Golden 
Staters taking credit for the posters, 
stating that the format was designed 
by them. Under new business, the 
Lucky Wheels introduced a motion to 
prohibit any credits appearing on 
future posters and making the poster 
chairman liable for the cost of the 
posters if such credits are noted. 
Following the motion’s acceptance, 
Earl Carmichael of the Golden State 
M.C. offered his apologies for offend- 
ing the Wheels and assured the RRC 
that nothing of the like would re- 
occur.

Chairman Bob Adsit announced 
that most of the arrangements for the 
January 27th Installation Dinner and 
Dance had been completed and the 
contracts catering the meal and bar 
and reserving the hall signed. The 
assembly ok’d the Executive Board’s 
recommendation that admission to 
the dance be $1.50 and $4.95 for the 
dinner and dance. Only the dance 
band remains to be chosen and Adsit 
requested any club or person know- 
ing of a suitable group to notify him. 

The rules committee headed by 
Ken Harrison of the Committee for 
Better Motorcycling became a stand- 
ing committee when no one objected 
to the action proposed by Chairman 
Adsit.

The committee must report 
their progress and recommendations 
to the E-board and the assembly each 
month.

“We're Too Tired” 

RRC Chairman Adsit got no takers 
when he asked for someone to take 
on the job of planning the 1968 City 
of Hope Spring Tour. The Too Tired’s 
M.C., who had planned the ‘67 tour, 
had previously informed Adsit that 
they would have absolutely nothing 
to do with the ‘68 event, notwith- 
standing the charitable nature of the 
rally. They cited many instances of 
petty“ bitching” and personal attacks 
followed by absolute silence when 
they called for constructive criticism 
that might help improve the next 
event. The club was very unhappy 
that much of their planning was ig- 
nored or changed by those working 
the tour, who then blamed the Too 
Tireds when other planned activities 
became uncoordinated and near- 
chaos resulted. 

A spokesman for the Too Tired’s, 
a club of old-timers in motorcycling, 
said, “We’re too tired to play silly 
games. Let the complainers plan it 
themselves. We only hope that the 
City of Hope doesn’t suffer.” 

Adsit announced that any further 
action on the Spring Tour would be 
initiated from the floor as he would 
not waste any further time trying to 
generate action where there was no 
interest.

Uniformity Or Individuality? 
“People Planners” are always among us, taking polls to find out what 
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we think we want and raising campaigns to sell us on what they think we 
want, with results ranging from ludicrous to disastrous. When your favorite 
TV show is cancelled oraproduct you have relied on is replaced by a “new 
improved” model you can tell they’ve been at work. When you find something 
you’ve done for years is suddenly illegal you know they’re in control. 

Of course, there are people around who really know what they’re talking 
about because they have been involved in a situation; but you will never 
find them among the “experts.” An absolute requirement for people planners 
is that the group who studies something must never include anyone who 
knows anything at all about the subject being studied. 

After all the uproar about communism, fascism and government by force, 
it is ironic that we are living in a planned society and we don’t even recog- 
nize the planners. They came to us, not waving banners and making revolu- 
tions, but in a very American way, waving charts and graphs and making 
reports.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE A.M.A.

Gentlemen, 

Letme ask your indulgence of the unorthodox manner in which these com- 
ments are presented. If there were time enough to communicate through private 
channels, this message would be less urgent. As it is, I think that by letting 
the people read these words you may benefit from their opinions on the matter. 
Also, the AMA has shown itself to be alert to public opinion lately, as evi- 
denced by its“hands-off” policy toward local rules and the recent decision to 
Jet members elect the new Competition Congress, 

You are making good progress toward national self-government for the 
AMA member. I hope that in forming the Congress, members will elect only 
representatives who have shown a love of riding motorcycles, for that is what 
the AMA should be about. 


Road Riders Need Status 

I suggest that one of the first orders of business at the next and last 
Competition Committee meeting in October ‘should be the ‘status of road riding 
clubsin the AMA organization. Road rider clubs and committees, like the RRC 
in Southern California should be given more help and guidance than they have 
received. They should be invited to participate in an AMA-endorsed program 
for the training of new motorcycle riders. The new BSA-Explorer Scouts-AAA 
pilot program offers exactly what motorcycling needs to attack the accident 
problem. Road riding clubs are perfectly ‘set up to plug into this program. By 
1970 there could be 6 million competent, well-taught motorcycle riders in the 
United States and a considerable reduction in that statistic that tells us over 
70% of accidents happen to bike borrowers, 4 

Drag Racing Deserves a Break 

Also, the AMA should consider revising its drag racing rules and, if 
necessary, forming a drag racing subsidiary to sanction drags under a uniform 
set of rules throughout the nation. Motorcycle drag racing is languishing at a 
time when strip owners are looking for just such a show as motorcycles put 
on. All that’s holding it back is indifferent sanctioning bodies and acon- 


fusion of rules. Public Relations for the AMA 

Public and press relations have improved slightly, but more progress is 
needed. The AMA should have its own P.R. budget instead of having to rely 
on the whims of the trade association. Money for this could be raised by AMA 
benefit events throughout the country. Thousands are donated annually by 
clubs to other worthy causes, why not funnel our charity where it will do us 


ane ment goade Improve The Racers’ Lot 

The plight of the professional racer needs to be improved. Promoters 
should pay the insurance fees instead of taking it out of the racers’ purse. 
Purses should be larger and promoters should be required to do adequate 
promotion to assure a good crowd at professional events, Perhaps each Na- 
tional Championship race promoter should have to pay a sum for the purpose 
of sending immediate results of his championship to all the major wire ser- 
vices. The information should include the time and place of the next cham- 
pionship in the series. 

These are the major items that need to be tackled immediately, whether 
by the outgoing Competition Committee or the incoming National Congress. 
Experience has shown that dictatorships. however benevolent, cannot work 
on a large scale in American motorcycling. The AMA has succeeded in re- 
taining the loyalty of its members despite the fact that it was a dictatorship. 
Maybe now thatit’s becoming democratic, we can make up lost time and really 
have an Association of the people, by the rider and for the enthusiast.

The People Planners Take On The (UGH) Motorcycle 

We who areinterested in motorcycles have hadthe opportunity to observe 
them at work in the birth and growth of the “sportcycle.” The people planners 
decided that the motorcycle and motorcycle-rider had a bad “image” and ‘set 
about to reach the “mass market” with a new one. They tabulated American 
preferences and came up with the sportcycle, always pictured with a polished 
young man in spotless sportswear or a beautiful girl in as little as possible, 
ae pee with a helmet. This is (in their own words) the “new image 
cyclist. 

Sales soared, proving to the satisfaction of the people planners that 
they had computed correctly. The next step follows logically. Remove the 
old image cyclists from the scene and require everyone to conform to the new 
image. Uniformity improves the landscape. Call it safety, protect the cyclist 
from himself, require helmets, goggles, boots and crashbars and limit the 
variation in appearance of motorcycles (oops! sportcycles) by regulating 
handlebar height. There’s no limit. Identical clothing may improve it further. 
The people planners will have no difficulty deciding what color is the safest 
to wear while riding. 

There was just one small problem. Uniformity and individuality don’t 
mix. One thing motorcyclists have in common is their individuality. In Cali- 
fornia, at least, the people planners met their most feared adversaries... 
people who know what they’re talking about. They met them on a most crucial 
battleground, the legislature; and for a while the new image will have to 
remain a matter of choice. 

Meanwhile, it is just possible that sales soared because these cycles 
filled a genuine need for a lighter, cheaper fun machine. Maybe “motorcycle” 
is not really a dirty word. Maybe what the people planners need is to include 
some expert riders in their study group, as the Norton Air Force Safety 
seminar recently did. The testimony of these men who actually ride motor- 
cycles added more understanding tothe subject then any of the remote studies 
presented. But of course that was only their opinion, and computers don’t 
have opinions.

Nixon, one of the few riders in competition who is able to put a 
Triumph Cub model into the winner’s circle, won the title for the sec- 
ond time in three years on the specially-prepared, blown 200cc Cub 


that is set up and maintained by Cliff Guild in Baltimore. 

Gary won the race book back in 
*65 and missed by inches last year 
when he was defeated by Bart Markel 
at the finish line. This time Nixon 
started things off with a bang, set- 
ting fast time of 16.06 seconds. Jim 
Odom was the fastest Amateur at 
16.59. 

Expert heat race winners were 
Nixon, Fred Nix, Neil Keen and 
Chris Draayer. In the first semi it 
was Draayer over Nix, with Lawwill 
in fourth. Dick Mann, winner of two 
Nationals this year, had engine 
trouble all night and ran behind Red 
McKeen, who grabbed last transfer 
spot to the final. 

George Roeder also had trouble 
“ae and by the time he got running the 
field was gone. Darrel Dovel lost a 
chain and did not make the Main. 

Nixon went all the way to win the 
second semi over Bart Markel, Neil 





Keen and John Tibben, Former win- 
ner Roger Reiman failed to finish in 
the top six to make the final. 

It was an all Harley-Davidson 
twelvesrider feature except for the 
two Bultacos ridden by Keen and 
McKeen and the Triumph by winner 
Nixon. The Bultacos were never a 
threat, however; Keen finished 5th 
and McKeen was far back in 9th.

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FIVE MODS FOR A TRIALS BIKE 


by Rich Eaton 


More beginning riders would par- 
ticipate in “English Trials” if they 
understood how to prepare their ma- 
chines for Trials operation. This 
article will. help you set-up your 
bike so that you can shave points 
off your score and add to the enjoy- 
ment you will have by competing in 
a Trials contest. 

The modifications listed here can 
be made toany make or size of bike; 
they are simple and will greatly im- 
prove the bike’s handling character- 
istics. 

Gearing 

One of the main points in Trials 
riding is to be able to traverse rough 
grounds at speed slow enough to 
keep from being “bounced” out of 
control. To do this you must gear 
down. An overlay sprocket or trail 
sprocket is the easiest way to a- 
chieve this. You will sacrifice speed 
in your top gear but most trials 
courses seldom require speeds over 
30 mph. The serious Trials rider 
will-want to convert his transmission 
to a “wide range ratio” system in 
order to give flexibility at slow 
speeds as well as top end speed. 

Foot Pegs 

If your pegs are adjustable, shift 
them back and up as high as possi- 
ble. The objectis to shift the rider’s 
weight over the rear wheel to im- 
prove traction on loose ground or 
mud. The tire will get more bite and 
you will be less likely to register a 
stop (5 points) for wheel spin. With 
the pegs set high, you will be able 
to clear rocks on the course. Special 
pegs can be designed and fabricated 
later when you become a true Trials 
enthusiast. 


Tires & Wheels 
Road tires are never adequate for 
Trials. The Dunlop “Trials Univer- 
sal” or Avon “Trials Supreme” make 
a good combination for street or 
Trials. A 21-inch front wheel is ad- 
vantageous for working your way 
through a rock-strewn section and, 
with this large diameter wheel, the 
bike can roll over objects easily. 
Tire pressureis extremely important. 
Lowering tire pressure can more 
than double the contact surface of 
the tire. If you plan to use a low 
tire pressure, security bolts are a 
must in order to keep from pulling a 
valve stem. The British Trials Mas- 
ter, Sam Miller, uses as low as two 

P.S.I. for short course Trials. 

Carburetor Tune 
Low speed performance can be 
improved by tuning the idle speed 
screw andthe idle air mixture screw. 
Your objective should be to find a 
setting which produces a smooth, 
slow idle, yet one which allows the 
engine to pull without balking when 
the throttle is opened slowly. Some 
riders find it better to set-up small 
bikes with a little faster idle than 
normal to avoid stalling on gentle 


inclines. 
Fuel Tank 


One of the most obvious but most 
frequently overlooked items of pre- 
paration is that of carrying excess 
weight in the form of fuel. A full 
tank, positioned at highest point on 
the bike, creates a high center of 
gravity which causes clumsy hand- 
ling at slow speeds. Fill your tank 
with only a quart of fuel; it is ade- 
quate for most short course trials. 
Further weight savings can be at- 
tained by fitting a small tank. 

Try these five mods, you’ll be a 
Sammy Miller before you can say 
“John Bull”.

NEW SOUTHLAND MOTO-CROSS TRACK 


by Mike Bishop 

Forst Ranch near Castaic on 
Highway 99, is a departure from the 
race-track design philosophy of re- 
cent years. It makes no special con- 
cession to horsepower — except that 
arider willhave to have about 250cc 
of displacement — before he will 
feel that he has turned in a racing 
lap at Forst Ranch. 

To say that the 1.1-mile course 
is rough is an understatement. One 
desert racer, after an invitational 
three laps on the new course, com- 
mented that he felt like he had just 
completed the first loop of a hare- 
and-hound. 

Forst Ranch was not designed to 
emulate Prado Park;it was designed 
to put the “rough” back in rough 
scrambles. 

Once Around the Track 

Beginning at the start-finish line 
(A), there is a 150-foot sprint to the 
first turn, a progressively tightening, 
narrowing 180-degree right hander; 
(B) with escape area — that funnels 
up and over an abrupt hillock (C) 
that features no particular line. 

This hillock drops as abruptly as 
it rises, and there is a short dash, 
just enough to get both wheels into 





the same line, and you are faced 
with a slightly left-hand abrupt off- 
camber rise (D). The exit, like the 
approach to this one, is off camber, 
this time to the right. It is followed 
by a short straight into a flat 180- 
degree left-hand turn (E) which is 
followed by another short sprint to 
a near-90 left turn (F) that is de- 
ceptively easy looking. Fact is that 
it’s slightly off camber and you sud- 
denly find yourself faced with a 
tight, and very deep, right hander 


(G) that swings back almost 180 
degrees. 
This is followed by a short, 


bumpy approach to a sandwash. The 
turn into the wash drops about five 
feet, approximates 110 degrees (H), 
and then thereis a brief run of about 
100 feet, to where the wash inter- 
sects a two-rut road (I). Bear to the 
left, because that’s the only way 
out of the wash. Over the road, sixty 
feet or so down the edge of the bank, 
and then a gradual drop back into 
the wash and just when the sand 
becomes really deep, the track turns 
sharply up and to the right (J), fling- 
ing you right onto a short bumpy 
straight that is just long enough to 
regain full control and prepare for

what’s ahead — a 25-foot, 45-degree 
climb (K) that starts as abruptly as 
a brick wall, and ends just as sud- 
denly,in a flat, swinging right hand- 
er around the crown of the hill, and 
then into an easy descent onto a 
cobby flat with a rock-hard surface 
(L). You’ve got to make the best of 
this flat stretch, however, because 
it ends with a 30-degree rise for 
about 50 feet (M), followed by a 
near-left hander (N), another 50 feet 
of 30-degree climb, and then a tran- 
sitional hump (0) and the climb real- 
ly steepens. 

Near the top of this section the 
course becomes really bumpy and 
like as not you're going to hit the 
gradual right. hand turn at the sum- 
mit (P) with both wheels in the air. 
The surface on the top is churned 
and quite deep — deep enough that 
you will find yourself banking off 
the left side with power on. And 
suddenly the hill drops away, onto 
asteady35-degree slope (Q), notched 
with some noteso-bad braves-bumps, 
and then a right hand swing at the 
bottom (R) that exits on an all-too- 
rare short straight (S) that leads into 
a gradual left hander (T) that cross- 
es the wash and hops, still turning, 
up onto firm ground. 

Now, there is a slightly inclined 
straight (U) that is one of the long- 
est on the course leading into a 
sharply rising right hander that car- 
ties you onto a narrow ridge (V) 
that continues to climb and is inter- 
rupted only by a transitional uphill 
jump. Immediately after this jump 
the course banks smoothly to the 
left (W) and the ridge continues for 
another 50 feet, and the course turns 
abruptly to the right and down (X), 
about 45 degrees, and you find your- 
self headed quickly downhill (Y) for 
the start-finish area, reaching for 
fourth gear. Only one obstacle left, 
a lipless gouge (Z) followed by a 
slight drop — of no consequence, 
really, if you have the wick turned 
up and you yank hard on the bars. 
Otherwise, you will find yourself 
pulling a front wheel wheelie onto 
the starting line. 

It is a racer’s course, but not a 
tuner*s course.

Tth DAY 


Compatriots 


Just pass Crescent Mills, we were 
passing the wash tracks of a lumber 
truck around a curve when we sighted 
another couple standing by the road 
alongside of their big twin. The young 
lady was pointing a movie camera at us 
so I pulled up under the same pine and 
we spent a half-hour getting acquainted. 

Les. and Sue Capurro had ridden up 
from Sacramento via Route 40 along the 
Feather River and were headed toward 
Burney Falls through Lassen. Les was 
about ready to give in to the weather 
and turn back, but they joined us and 
we continued on. 

At Chester Corners on the north end 
of Lake Almanor, the largest artificial 
body of water in California, we paused 
for coffee and rolls. Turning east on 
Route 89, we were flanked for mile upon 
mile by pine farms; Ponderosa and White 
Pine trees by the millions. The road 
was gradually climbing now to Morgan 
Summit at 5750 feet. Shortly after crest- 
ing that, we entered Lassen National 
Park by the south gate at 5 p.m. The 
tain had stopped and so did we, at the 
Sulphur Works just a short distance into 
the park, This thermal area is composed 
of steam vents, boiling pools and bub- 
bling mud pots with a narrow trail wind- 
ing between and around them. 

The road north from the Sulphur Works 
snakes up the side of Lassen Peak to 
the pass at 8500 feet. It is a two-lane 
affair, although less than that in some 
places due to construction. The thin 
slime of mud was pretty slick in some 
places but the views were simply fan- 
tastic. 


Abundant Beauty 


I would say that we enjoyed some of 
our most spectacular scenic panoramas 
from this section of road. The slight that 
seemed to fascinate my wife was the one 
ever-present just to our right. Unobscured 
by any guard rails, the drop-offs of one 
to two thousand feet were very close to 
being vertical. But Fay held on tight. 
(Boy, did she hold on! My ribs were 
black and blue for a week.) 

Near the summit we pulled off the 
road and parked. Les and Sue stayed 
with the Harleys while Fay and I hiked 
the one and a half miles to Bumpas Hell. 

This is another thermal area like the 
Sulphur Works only more so. Our foot 
trail took us over glaciertype snow 
packs, but we were still below the tree 
line. And it was cold! 

We didn’t tarry long and soon returned 
to the machines and continued on toward 
Manzanita Lake. At one point along the 
way we passed the Devastated Area. It 
is a large area absolutely bare of all 
vegetation from the hot blasts and mud 
flows of that May, 1915 glimpse of hell 
when Lassen Peak erupted. 

Just out of Manzanita, the sprinkles 
tumed to rain and it really came down. 
With hot coffee and tea in our hands we 
sidled up to the heaters in the main 
lodge and started the drying out process. 
Les and I took advantage of a slack in 
the rain to scout for a campsite while 
Fay .nd Sue visited the grocery store 
for vittles. 

We faund the best doggone site in the 
country for the conditions prevailing that 
night and returned to the lodge for an- 
other cup of nectar. When the lights 
were dimmed we all left and rode over to 
a nearby laundromat, which was also 
closing. The building had a good-size 
porch roof and some one had thoughtfully 
provided a picnic table under it. I would 
be willing to bet that it was the only 
dry picnic tablé within 200 miles. 

Within a half-hour, the Harleys were 
under the eaves, out of the rain, and the 
sleeping bags had been spread out. A 
stew of beef and sirloin tips was bub- 
bling merrily away on the stove to the 
accompaniement of radio music from San 
Francisco and rain from the heavens. 


8th Day Wednesday 227 miles 


The rain was still coming down as it 
had all night when we arose and packed 
our gear. Donning our rain clothes, we 
returned to the coffee shop, After break- 
fast, the Ranger assured us it was rain- 
ing, not only in Lassen, but throughout 
the Sierras and allthe way up the coast. 
With this information, Les and I decided 
to cancel the planned Burney Falls and 
Mount Shasta portions of our trip, 

The Capurros invited us to their home 
to dry out before continuing our journey. 
After riding down the mountain to Red- 
dinginan increasing downpour, I checked 
with the weather bureau and found that 
no let-up in the rain was expected for 
three days. 

Scratching our planned Eureka leg of 
the trip, Fay andI accepted the Capurro’s 
invitation and we set south on Highway

99E. By the time we reached Red Bluff, 
the sun was shining brightly. We shed 
our leather and rain gear and by the time 
we reached Chico at 2:30 the temperature 
had reached the 90’s. After a cold drink 
we rode on, through an area devoted to 
wheat farming with enormous fields 
flanking the highways as far as you 
could see. It was a very monotonous 
ride and frankly we all felt better when 
we reached the Capurro’s home near 
Roseville, a suburb of Sacramento and 
rode into their driveway at 4:30. 

Les and Sue were very gracious 
hosts and made us feel quite at home, 
While the girls cleaned up, Les and I 
attacked the Harleys with the garden 
hose but the Sattley goop that I had 
collected resisted all our efforts. After 
we cleaned up, all of us clambered into 
Les’s automobile and he gave us a 
conducted tour of the Folsom area. 

We arrived at the prison gates just 
before the gift shop closed and spent 
20 minutes looking over the prisoner- 
made items. Fay bought a couple of 
trinkets to take to our folks and our boy. 

Following the road on around, we 
paused at the dam on Folsom Lake. Les 
was raised in the mother lode area just 
east of Folsom so he knew the area well 
and made the tour quite interesting. 

Sue prepared a delicious dinner around 
rib steak and after the wholesome feast, 
they showed us some of their movies of 
motorcycling activities of their area. 


9th Day 114 miles 


Pancakes and eggs served by Sue 
started us on our way Thursday morning. 
Les filmed our departure with his camera 
as we hit the road at 9:30 a.m. 

In Sacramento, we circled the State 
Capitol, eyeballing the state buildings 
from the seat of our Harley. We had a 
better view than the tour busses — no 
dirty windows. 

Taking Highway 99W for a short dis- 
tance, we struck west on Route 120 at 
Davis, heading toward the wine country. 
Our rain gear was stowed for the rest of 
the trip and we were riding in our sum- 
mer jackets (white nylon). 

The temperature was in the high 80’s 
when we stopped at the Lake Berryessa 
recreation area and had lunch; cheese 
and bologna sandwiches. I stretched out 
for a short nap while Fay took a walk 
along the river which flowed by the 
campground, When I awoke, we continued 
on, turning south on State Route 37 
into Napa. 

Napa is the southeastern entrance to 
the “Redwood Empire.” It is also the 
center of a fruit and nut raising region. 
Napa County produces over 100 varieties 
of grapes and is famous for it’s table 
wines. 

Riding north on Highway 29 through 
the heart of the California wine country, 
we sopped at the Christian Brothers’ 
Winery and took the last guided tour of 
the day. We both found the tour very 
interesting but Fay didn’t care for any 
of the products they served in the tasting 
room. 

Pointing the Harley north again, we 
rode leisurely into St. Helena where we 
paused to pick up groceries for our 
evening meal. About five miles north we 
made camp and Fay cooked up some 
grilled cheese sandwiches, tomato soup, 
macaroni and cheese, and for dessert — 
cantaloupe, 


10th Day Friday 149 miles 


We left the campground at 7:30 and 
rode six miles to Calistoga where we 
had breakfast and looked up the Old 
Faithful of California. Just north of 
Calistoga is Mt. St. Helena, an extinct 
volcano. This accounts for the thermal 
activity that provides several mineral 
springs, mud baths and geysers. Calis- 
togas Old Faithful is one of three faith- 
ful geysers in the U.S. and the only one 
in California. The most famous geyser, 
of course, is Old Faithfulin Yellowstone. 

After this privately-owned geyser 
blew, we headed west on an unnumbered 
county road through the big redwood 
country. We stopped and walked through 
a petrified forest and then rode south 
into Santa Rosa. Turning west again on 
Highway 12, we passed through Sebasta- 
pol and rode into Guerneville on the 
Russian River just in time for lunch. 

We followed the Russian Riverthrough 
groves of Redwoods west to the Pacific 
Coast and Highway 1. 

The wind was really blowing, raising 
white caps on the riverinlet and a pretty 
high sea was running. 

We turned inland at Bodega Bay and 
rode through a narrow valley to Petaluma. 
Numerous chicken farms and egg ranches 
lined the highway. Large plum orchards, 
vineyards and a few cattle ranches took 
over as we approached San Rafael on 
Highway 101 where we put up for the 
night and did the laundry.

After unloading with 
such force in an early moto that his 
gas tank came completely off, he 
hurriedly re-fastened the tank, con- 
tinued on, and eventually wound up 
third overall in the 250cc class.
